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previous light contract

Due to the fact the low bidder for the 
football field lights tacked on a contin- 
gency clause that could raise the cost of 
construction from $78,600 to $99,000, 
the Student Senate voted Monday to halt 
the awarding of the contract and ask for 
new bids. The Senate took the action on 
a recommendation by SSC Business Man- 
ager Stanley W. Pretzer. 

According to Pretzer, the added ex- 
penses would come about if any of the 
holes for the light-posts have to be cased 
and the price given by the low bidder was 
$200 for each linear foot of casing that 
would be required. That would put the 
cost for each post hole that this becomes 
necessary for at $3,400. Pretzer said 
the architect consulted predicted at least 
two and probably more of the holes will 
have to be cased. 

This $200 per linear foot estimate is 
contrasted by the price giveri by the sec- 
ond lowest bidder of $20 per linear foot, 
Pretzer said it is for this reason, plus 
the fact SSC is required by law to award 
the contract to the lowest bidder, which 
is still technically the original low bidder, 
that he sugeested the bidding be re-opened. 

In separate actions ASSSC president 
Steve Whitmore revealed a plan to form a 
nursery for the benefit of SSC students with 
children. Whitmore said it will be called 
the Child Care and Development Center 
and will initially be able to handle about 
50 children. A nominal fee will be charged 
those who can afford it, while those unable 
to pay will be allowed to donate time at the 
nursery. 

A tutorial program tohelpSSC students 
who get behind in their studies, high school 
students and grade school students is also 
in the planning stage and Whitmore said 
he hopes to have it inoperation by Lic time 
school resumes after Christmas vacation. 

Whitmore then reported on the meeting 
held recently between Governor Reagan 
and various college student presidents. He 
said the main reason for the meeting was 
to inform Governor Reagan that the prior- 
ities listed by the legislature, the Trus- 
tees, and the college administrations in 
their budget requests were not necessarily 
the priorities of the students. As an 
example he said all but two student presi- 
dents felt the priority for EOP funds should 
have been number one on the budget.

‘‘Impulse’’ is Kuraisa’s death, services on Friday 


Theodore Kuraisa, the Sacramento 
State College student who was shot to death 
early Monday morning was allegedly trying 
to steal a tree froma Christmas tree lot at 
the time of the slaying. 

According to sources in Theta Chi, 
Kuraisa’s fraternity, Kuraisa and a com- 
panion had gone for a drive near the lot, 
and Kuraisa attempted to lift a tree over 


the 6-foot fence which surrounds the lot on 
‘an impulse.” 


Immediately after the fatal shooting, 
Kuraisa’s companion asked the owner of 
the lot, Kar! Oettle, to call an ambulance 
for his friend. Oecttle, who is being held 
for investigation in the slaying, called the 
ambulance and the police. 


Upon arrival, the police checked the 
victim’s body and reported that he was 
dead. Oettle was reportedly too upset 
after the shooting to make any statements. 

Bill Woods, president of the Inter- 
Fraternity Council at SSC, again reiterated 
the fraternity’s position that the alleged 
theft of the tree was in no way related to 
any fraternity ‘‘prank.’’ 


Woods said that he had spoken to 
Kuraisa’s companion after the incident, 
and was told that the actions that led to 
Kuraisa’s death were taken on the spur of 
the moment.

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Condemns 
draft lottery 


Editor of the Hornet: 

We now have a draft which 
selects men through a lottery, and 
for those fortunate one-third with 
high numbers the heat is finally 
off, But with this new system of 
selection we who see the draft for 
what it still is — an unfair and 
inhuman system — must not give 
up the struggle for reform and 
overhaul of the Selective Service. 
Though President Nixon is on 
record as being in favor of an all 
volunteer army, the change to a 
lottery may be put to political use 
by him. The main source of r 
sistance to the draft is now divided 
into three parts, Where there was 
once a unified block of men of 
draft age dissatisfied with the 
system there is now a satisfied 
one-third, an uncertain one-third 
who will be kept off balance until 
they face their vear of exposure, 
and a third whose views have been 
unaffected by the lottery, 

Now Mr. Nixon has a nasty 
habit of taking the path of least 
resistance when faced with an im- 
portant decision, Switching to an 
all volunteer army will involve 
many obstacles, both political and 
economic, Thus, for a man of Mr, 
Nixon’s stature, it is one thing to 
be on record in favor of a certain

UC, CSC merger 
plan rejected 


The possible merger of the 
University of California and the 
California State Colleges brought 
up over a year ago has been re- 
jected. 


The Academy for Educational 
Development. a private consultant 
firm, had suggested the merger 
in a report released in Oct. 1968. 
The result would have been one 
supergoverning board for the uni- 
versities, state colleges and junior 
colleges. 


On Tuesday, Dec, 2, the Co- 
ordinating Council for Higher 
Education adopted a resolution 
declaring that the present system 
should be continued since it had 
been functioning effectively with 
the tripartite system as is, The 
only provision would be that the 
Council get increased authority 
and its public representation be 
given a majority of the seats. 


The Constitution Revision 
Commitiee is recommending to 
the legislature that th: governing 
boards of the state coileges and 
junior colleges be placed in the 
state constitution as is the UC 
Board of Regents.

Life - liberty are 
‘New Right” views 


There seems to be a misconception today when the term ‘‘New 
Right’? is used. Most people think of the new right as either being 
the ‘“‘Youth for Wallace’’ (now the ‘‘National Youth Alliance’’) or a 
traditiona! conservative youth stereo-typed into looking like a crew 
cut, ivy league dressed person. (i.e. ‘‘Youth for Reagan’? movement 
at the Republican convention 1968). 


These youths are no more ‘‘New Right’’ than the Joe McCarthy 


movement back in the 1950’s was a new right. 


The ‘‘New Right’’ are students today who follow the philosophy 


of the libertarian-conservative. 

They believe that the rights to life and liberty are the foremost 
transcendent vaules of the individual and that history has conclusively 
shown that mankind achieves its most noble accomplishments when the 
creative energies of the individual are freed from the restraints of 


coercion, 


reject moral systems which center morality in the 
in the name of tradition, reli- 


They explic ith 
collective social organization (whether 


gion, science, economics, politics, or the dialectics of history); the 
right to hold and use the creations of his own mind is one of the indi- 
vidual’s most sacred rights. The ideal social system is a voluntary 


association of free men, whose primary socia! concern is with freedom 
of expression and with integrity of individual members and of their 
labors, 


Individual liberty should be bounded only by the restraints necessary 
to prevent one man from depriving another of his life or substance 
against his will. 


They believe the single economic system most compatible with 
human freedom is that of the free market economy, allocating resources 
by the free play of supply and demand. 


Since history has shown political tyranny tobe the greatest destroyer 
of human liberty, they would restrain any existing government to 
at most the following functions: a) preservation of internal justice - 
which means the defense of persons and their property against aggressive 
force; b) protection from external aggression by means which do not 
violate the liberty of the citizens being defended; and c) maintenance 
of such services as do not conflict with individual liberty. 


The libertarian-conservatives therefore dedicate themselves to the 
struggle agains, all forms of involuntary collectivism — whether 
economic, social, or political; they pledge themselves to the use of 
all means consistent with the above-stated principles in preserving 
and expanding individual liberty; and they direct their attention especially 
to the Leviathan most active in suppressing individual liberty in our 
times. Also they dedicate themselves to the increasing centralization 
of economic, political, and social power in the hands of an omnipotent 
government, whether under the aegis of Marxism-Leninismor Fascism, 
of Maoism or National Socialism. 


Libertarian-conservatives look forward to the day when free men 
shall everywhere populate the Earth, living in the peace which only 
respect for human life and liberty can create. 


The ‘‘New Right’? is a coalition of individualists who hold that 
the most important political division in the world today is between 
those who wish to expand individual freedom and those who desire
